KPFA  AND   PROGRAMMING 

Any  radio  station  whose  interest  in  what  it  has  to  offer  its  listeners  goes  beyond 
the  mere  filling  of  time  with  bulked  music,  weather  reports,  and  news  snippets  is 
constantly  asked  to  define  its  own  philosophy  of  programming.  Most  of  us  at  KPFA 
work  too  constantly  at  producing  programs  from  Folio  period  to  Folio  period  to 
permit  time  for  evolving  any  pat  formula  or  explanation  for  what  we  do.  We  know 
what,  in  the  long  run,  we  want  KPFA  to  be  .  .  .  not  that  any  two  of  us* would  express 
this  aim  in  the  same  language  .  .  .  and  we  think  we  know  a  good  program  when  we 
see  it.  But  now,  perhaps,  as  we  approach  our  tenth  birthday,  it  might  be  a  good  idea 
for  those  of  us  most  directly  concerned  with  planning  the  radio  fare  listed  on  these 
pages  to  try  to  explain  our  feelings  about  programming,  and  something  of  the  way 
in  which  we  operate.  This  article,  by  our  Music  Director  Alan  Rich,  will  be  the  first 
in  an  occasional  series  on  KPFA's  program  philosophy. 

In  the  scheduling  of  recorded  concerts  of  serious  music,  the  aim  is  not  to  steer 
clear  of  the  obvious  and  the  popular  in  favor  of  the  esoteric.  It  is,  rather,  to  strike 
some  sort  of  balance,  and,  more  importantly,  to  try  to  present  an  orderly  view  of  the 
entire  musical  reportory.  Therefore,  there  is  no  conscious  attempt  to  avoid  the 
scheduling  of  a  Tchaikovsky  Symphony,  but  rather  to  include  his  music  in  proportion 
to  the  importance  he  deserves  in  music  history. 

Now,  this  latter  consideration  is  conditioned  to  a  certain  degree  by  personal 
taste,  and  the  accusation  can  easily  be  levelled  against  any  music  director  that  he 
schedules  only  the  music  he  particularly  enjoys.  This  is  a  danger  that  must  be  met 
head  on,  and  the  only  answer  seems  to  be  that  the  greater  the  freedom  at  a  station 
to  schedule  without  regard  for  offending  an  occasional  sponsor  or  an  occasional 
conservative  taste,  the  less  the  pressure  on  the  music  director  to  establish  himself  as  a 
censor,  to  weed  the  "bad"  music  from  the  "good."  For  myself,  I  like  to  think  that 
my  tastes  in  music  are  rather  broad,  but  since  I  have  an  unusual  amount  of  opportu- 
nity to  verbalize  about  my  tastes  on  programs  of  criticism,  it  should  be  fairly  obvious 
that  I  don't  personally  like  a  great  deal  of  the  music  in  the  Folio. 

Planning  an  individual  concert  is,  for  me,  a  somewhat  instinctive  matter,  and 
I  offer  no  formula  .  .  .  beyond  the  general  one  of  trying,  over  any  two-week  period, 
to  offer  at  least  something  from  almost  every  possible  musical  style.  Even  so,  I  find 
occasionally  to  my  horror  that  a  Folio  will  emerge  with  a  preponderance  of  medieval 
music,   or  composers  beginning  with  "J",  or  Webern.  The  only  thing  to  do  then

is  to  make  a  conscious  effort  to  restore  balance  in  the  next  issue.  The  concerts  themselves  seem  to 
be  of  two  types:  a  balanced  program  covering  music  of  several  styles,  planned  as  a  public  concert 
might  be,  and  a  program  which  bears  down  on  a  single  composer,  period  or  style.  The  latter  is  the 
more  difficult  to  plan,  and  is  much  more  dependent  on  the  Utopian  assumption  that  every  listener 
is  glued  to  his  radio,  preferably  score  in  hand.  If  I  cannot  assume  that  KPFA's  listeners  take  the 
music  programming  seriously,  there  is  obviously  no  point  in,  say,  juxtaposing  recordings  of  settings 
of  the  same  cantata  text  by  J.  S.  Bach  and  one  of  his  distant  relatives. 

The  choice  of  performance  is  much  more  clearly  a  matter  of  taste.  The  inferiority  of  many 
performances  now  on  records  is,  however,  factual  up  to  a  point  .  .  .  matters  of  total  technical 
inadequacy,  disregard  for  even  the  basics  of  a  composer's  desires,  rewrite  jobs,  or  cutting.  Beyond 
this,  however,  there  is  the  question  of  personal  choice,  and  the  only  way  around  this  is  to  recognize 
the  possibility  for  disagreement  on  important  performances,  and  to  alternate  them  on  subsequent 
broadcasts.  KPFA  has  its  own  peculiar  limitation,  of  course,  in  its  financial  inability  to  buy 
records;  we  are  at  the  mercy  of  what  we  can  borrow  from  shops  in  the  vicinity,  from  the  U.  C. 
Library,  or  from  individuals.  I  will  not  schedule  or  play  an  inferior  performance  of  a  work  if  that 
is  the  only  one  I  can  find,  if  the  total  would  be  ...  as  it  often  can  be  .  .  .  less  justice  to  the 
music  than  omitting  it  altogether.  I  tend,  naturally,  to  favor  the  better  recording  when  two  equally 
good  performances  are  available,  but  there  again  I  personally  .  .  .  and  I  hope,  the  listener  .  .  . 
would  prefer  to  use  the  imagination  to  round  out  the  sound  of  a  superlative  performance  recorded 
in  1930  to  a  shoddy  one  in  super  hi-fi. 

Some  time  ago  there  appeared  in  a  national  hi-fi  magazine  an  article  by  the  music  director  of 
a  wealthy  commercial  "good  music"  station,  outlining  the  best  pathway  to  success  in  this  sort  of 
venture.  His  points  included  such  matters  as  the  avoidance  of  chamber  and  vocal  music,  the 
avoidance  of  esoteric  styles  (e.g.,  Bach  and  before,  Ives  and  after) ,  and  the  careful  choice  of  the 
proper  times  of  day  for  scheduling  the  "true  classics."  It  is  obvious  that  the  first  two  of  these 
points  are  well  outside  of  KPFA's  credo,  and  as  for  the  final,  my  own  preference  is  to  allow  the 
KPFA  audience  to  determine  the  truth  of  a  classic  for  himself,  and  at  any  time  of  day. 


WHAT  IS  A  FOLK  SONG?  An  informal  conference  on  the  nature  of  folk-music  pro- 
gramming at  KPFA  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  November  15  at  2:30.  All  devotees  and 
theorists  invited.  Written  comments  received  in  advance  of  this  meeting,  from  those  planning 
or  non-planning  to  attend,  will  be  most  welcome.
